Herbert Asquith Deprecates Premature Talk
of Annexatlon,
Speclal Cable Despateh to THE SUN

Loxpon, May 25 - In a speech at the City
Liberal Club to-night the Right Hon. Herbert
Asquith, formerly Home Secretary, after pay-
ing equal tributes to British and to Boer valor,
referred to the settlement of the war.  He dep-
recated the prematiuree talk about the annexa-
tion of the Travsvaal and the Orunge Free Stato,
and sald

“We have learned so muech durlng the war
which wus unknown and even unsuspected
at Its outhreak of the character and extent of
the dangers by which our possesslons in South
Africa are encircled that we would be blind
indeed it we did not provide in the future ade-
quate safegnards for permanent peace.’

He insisted, however, that it was necessary (o
remwember that equal rights to all whites -t
be provided.  The ouly way to do this vas (o
establish self-government in matters of inter-
nal concern, followed by free and willing co-
operation in matters of ingerial concern
